Body of Pontiff is Lying in State in Throne Room 


Pop e’s Death Came on Sunday Morning 
After Long Night of Intense Agony; 
Cardinal Gasparri Takes Over Duties

ROME, Jan, 22 ) o'clock this morning. The news was 
hurriedly communicated from the Papal bed-chamber to the principal ante-room, and it was announeed 
by Monsignor Pizzardo, deputy Papal secretary of state, just us the bells of St. Peter's overlooking 
the courtyard began tolling the hour of six, Then, one by one, the bells in Rome's ehurehes joined in 
the horrologic symphony as marked the passing of the head of the Roman Catholic Church, The end 
came after a long night of intense agony and suffering, the pontiff now and then lapsing into delirium 
throughout the long night. Just before midnight he took a little nourishment which seemed momen 
tarily to revive his spirits, but within an hour afterwards he began to sink rapidly At 1:15 o'eloek 
Dr, Battistine, emerging from the pontifical chamber into the ante-room, told the Associated Press 
correspondent that the end was approaching, that his hands and feet felt cold Ile will live only

|  Shakespeare’s Letters | |

Bome years ago, when I was asked 
to lecture on Shakespeare's heroines | 
in the light of the knowledge which 1} 
gained through impersonating them 
on the stage, I wondered if it were 
possible to find anything to say which 
had not been said before, eays 
Terry in the Windsor Magazine. “tf 
nothing is that has not been before, 
how are our braine beguiled.” How- 


ever, I found out, when I applied my-, 
self to the task, that even Shakespeare | 
about whom hundreds of books have | 


been written—has a little of the un- 
known. For years it was my trade to 
find out. not what he had_ been to 
others. but What h& was to me, and to 
make that visible in my~acting. 

In the course of this study for my 
lectures on the women in Shakespeare, 
{ was struck by the fact that the let- 
ters have never received much separ- 
ate comment. Little volumes of songs 
from the plays have been pwwhblished, 
jewels of wit and wisdom have been 
taken out of their setting and reset in 
birthday books, calendars, and handy 
pooke of quotation, but never, so far 
as I know, have the letters been col- 
lected in separate vyolum 

These letters in the plays number 
thirty in all, and all good ones, and 
there is all the more reason for giving 
them out attention because they are 
che only letters written by Shakespeare 
which have survived. { 

I have always felt repugnance of 
reading the private letters of a céle- 
pvrated individual. How merciless is 
cold print to many such letters, apart 
from one’s natural hesitation of prying 
on the life and heart (they reveai? 


Print is so Impertinent—flinging open | 


the door Of a little room w here, per- 
haps two lovers are communing, and 
saying to the public, “Have a look at 
them—these great people in love? You 
see they are just as ailly as little peo- 


ple.” Ought the Browning letters ever |
